Cultural  Directions 

Bulbs  may  be  planted  any  time  from  October  1st  until  the 
ground  is  frozen  solid.  They  succeed  in  any  good  garden  soil, 
and  while  it  is  more  desirable  to  have  a  light,  sandy  loam, 
this  is  not  as  essential  as  having  the  soil,  no  matter  what  its 
quality,  in  a  well-spaded  and  prepared  condition,  and  to 
furnish  the  proper  drainage  conditions  if  planted  in  a  situa¬ 
tion  where  water  has  a  tendency  to  stand  at  any  time.  Plant 
four  inches  apart  and  four  to  five  inches  deep.  Tulips  are 
perfectly  hardy,  so  that  only  a  slight  protection  is  required 
during  the  cold  Winter  months. 


For  Culture  in  the  House 

Plant  from  September  to  December  in  rich,  light,  sandy 
soil  in  four  or  five-inch  pots.  Place  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops 
will  be  just  below  the  surface,  care  being  taken  not  to  pack 
the  soil,  as  bulbs  will  be  less  likely  to  push  out  when  root 
growth  commences  if  the  soil  is  fine  and  loose.  Water  thor¬ 
oughly  and  set  in  a  cool,  dark  place  for  several  weeks  to 
allow  of  sufficient  root  growth,  this  being  one  of  the  essentials 
if  large  flowers  and  long  stems  are  desired.  They  should  be 
watered  occasionally  if  soil  appears  to  be  drying  out.  A  suc¬ 
cession  of  bloom  may  be  had  by  bringing  the  pots  into  the 
light  at  different  times.  During  their  growth  they  should  be 
kept  near  the  light  at  a  temperature  of  50  to  70  degrees  and 
watered  frequently.  Two  bulbs  in  a  four-inch  pot  have  been 
found  desirable.  A  splendid  effect  is  obtained  by  planting 
from  four  to  a  dozen  bulbs  in  a  medium-sized  pot.  When  they 
show  a  tendency  to  bloom  just  above  the  bulbs,  they  must  be 
kept  longer  in  the  dark  to  draw  out  the  flower  stems.  Most 
varieties  do  well  when  grown  indoors.

The  graceful  and  charming  Narcissus  or  Daffodils  are  being 
planted  more  every  year  because  they  are  so  adaptable. 
Most  varieties  do  splendidly  in  the  house,  and  they  are  per¬ 
fectly  hardy  for  outdoor  planting.  When  once  established 
they  do  not  need  to  be  reset  for  several  years  and  will  thrive 
in  almost  any  good  garden  soil.  A  cool  and  grassy  place  is 
favorable  for  naturalizing.

In  describing  Narcissus  reference  is 
made  to  the  “perianth”  and  “trumpet.”  The  latter  is  the 
long  center,  funnel-shaped  tube,  and  the  “perianth”  is  the 
outer  row  of  petals  or  wings.

Among  the  earliest  to  blossom  in  Spring  is  this  beautiful 
little  flower,  lifting  its  head  almost  before  the  snow  has  dis¬ 
appeared.

This  gives  a  pretty  effect  in  early 
Spring  and  the  tops  can  be  cut  along  with  the  grass  safely 
when  the  first  mowing  is  made.  Indoors  the  Crocus  can  be 
easily  forced  if  growth  is  maintained  at  a  low  temperature. 
Put  6  to  12  bulbs  of  the  named  varieties  in  a  6-  or  8-inch  pot. 
Keep  cool,  well-watered,  gradually  bring  to  full  light  and  give 
plenty  of  fresh  air.

Peat 

(Imported  German  Peat  Moss) 

Peat  is  used  with  excellent  results  in  the  making  of  garden 
soils,  especially  those  soils  that  are  very  heavy  or  very  dry. 
Peat  stimulates  the  development  of  roots  of  all  plants  and 
in  the  Summer  it  is  an  excellent  moisture  retainer,  as  it  ab¬ 
sorbs  more  than  8  times  its  own  weight  in  water.  For  mulch¬ 
ing  it  is  ideal.  A  slight  covering  of  2  inches  thrown  over 
the  beds  will  prevent  all  freezing  and  heaving.  When  the 
Winter  is  over,  peat  may  be  dug  in  and  should  not  be  re¬ 
moved.  It  acts,  therefore,  in  a  double  capacity.  Peat  is  not  a 
fertilizer,  although  often  sold  as  such.  It  is  decomposed 
plant  material  which  loosens  the  soil  and  prepares  it  so  that 
the  most  delicate  plants  and  trees  may  be  grown  to  per¬ 
fection.  It  is  also  an  excellent  ground  cover  under  Roses, 
Evergreens  and  other  shrubs  as  it  keeps  the  soil  moist  and 
cool  during  the  hot  Summer  months.  Peat  may  be  stored  in 
a  garage  or  woodshed  for  any  length  of  time  as  it  will  not 
spoil.  Our  Peat  Moss  is  thoroughly  dried  before  packing ; 
this  gives  more  material  for  the  same  weight.  One  bale  will 
cover  about  250  square  feet,  1  inch  deep ;  125  square  feet,  2 
inches  deep;  80  feet,  3  inches  deep.

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How  to  Care  for  Your  Lawn 


Nothing  will  add  to  the  appearance  and,  for  that  matter, 
actually  enhance  the  value  of  your  home  to  such  a  degree  as 
a  well-made  wrell-kept  lawn.  A  good  lawn  is  easily  made. 

Soil  and  Preparation.  The  ideal  lawn  soil  is  a  well  drained, 
moderately  rich  and  moderately  heavy  loam.  If  raw  sub-soil 
has  been  exposed  in  grading,  cover  or  replace  it  to  a  depth 
of  8  inches  with  top  soil  from  an  old  meadow  or  garden. 
Avoid  fresh  stable  manure,  as  it  is  almost  invariably  full  of 
weed  seeds.  Vigoro  or  Bonemeal  is  excellent.  Spade  up 
the  soil  to  a  depth  of  6  to  8  inches,  mixing  in  the  manure  or 
other  fertilizer,  and  then  rake  the  surface  fine  and  level. 

Seeding.  Sow  the  seed  evenly  over  the  surface.  To  insure 
a  thick,  even  stand,  use  plenty  of  seed.  Then  go  over  the 
surface  with  a  roller  to  compact  the  soil  about  the  seed.  In 
shady  places  sow  Shadyland  Lawn  Seed. 

Watering.  If  the  soil  contains  plenty  of  moisture-retentive 
humus,  little  artificial  watering  should  be  required.  If  it 
becomes  necessary  to  use  the  hose  during  the  dry  spells,  an 
occasional  thorough  soaking  is  better  than  frequent  light 
sprinklings.
